Blood Tests to Be Made of Cattle 

Every effort is being made in Sas- 
katchewan to keep the province free 
of “contagious abortion,” a cattle dis- 
ease said to be second only to tuber- 
culosis in destructiveness, which - is 
now reported prevalent in every coun- 
try where cattle raising is an indus- 
try. 

Arrangements have been completed 
with the University of Saskatchewan
